Town begins preliminary budget talks for 2013

Town council is currently undergoing budget discus¬ 
sions, w hich are set to w rap up near the end of the month. 

Mayor Brian Wittal explained that the town is trying to 
avoid a tax increase if possible, despite a possible 10 per 
cent decrease in revenues due to funding cuts from the 
provincial Municipal Sustainability Initiative (MSI). 

“Overall, I think we certainly have a good idea of where 
we want to go with the budget," said Widal. 

“Discussions are right now that we are going to keep 
tax increases to a minimum if we have one at all for this 
coming year." 

After discussions with MI.A Bruce Rowe, council found 
that the province is going to cut funding to the town 
through the MSI, potentially up to 10 per cent, he 
noted. 

"That's our primary source of funding from the 


province, and that's one that's calculated bast'd on popu¬ 
lation, kilometres of roadway, et cetera," he said. 

“So after we hear (the final verdict), we re going to have 
to readjust our capital and budget accordingly, and that 
may impact as far as funds available for maintenance 
projects that we may have planned for streets and roads 
in the community. It's hard to say.” 

However, after a daylong budget discussion on Friday, 
.Ian. 25, he said that the town managers seem to have 1 a 
good handle on what resources they have available. 

“I think they all have a very good handle on where 
they're at, understand their budgets, and have been able 
to keep things very tight." 

One option for tax increases includes a six per cent 
increase to commercial taxes to bring it back up to the 
average, compared to other municipalities, he said. 

The reasoning behind this is that businesses are able to 
write off the taxes they pay, whereas residents an- not 
Also, he said, the level of commercial tax in place right 


now is relatively low to help encourage business to devel¬ 
op in town. 

However, the current budget calculations are being 
based on a zero per cent residential tax increase, a two 
per cent commercial tax increase, and then a recalcula¬ 
tion of utility costs, he added. 

He noted utilities upgrades are going to be a m«yor 
expenditure for the town in the coming years, so saving 
for that through a user-pay scenario seems to make more 
sense than direct taxation. 

“Because in the end, if we increase taxes, we re going to 
take some of those dollars and it’s going to go over here 
to fix or repair utilities anyways. So if we do it on the util¬ 
ity side and don't have to do it on the tax side, it helps to 
balance things a little more," he said. 

Wittal indicated that discussions will continue through¬ 
out the month and will likely conclude at the regular 
council meeting on Tuesday, Feb. 26, when the options 
are voted on.

Federal 
government 
right to focus 
on economy

With Parliament now back in session following the 
Christmas-New Year’s break, MPs are set to consid¬ 
er a number of important new bills, including ones 
focusing on victims’ rights and the protection of wit- 
_ nesses in criminal cases. 

However, the Harper Tories 
\ say they plan to make the econ¬ 
omy the government’s top pri- 
t -wv ority in 2013 - and that, quite 

simply, is very good news for 
Alberta and for all other 
provinces. 

"The Harper government's 
top 

growth and long-term prosperi¬ 
ty for Canadian families,” said 
Government House leader 
Peter Van Loan. 

“In the face of continued 
global economic uncertainty, it is important that we 
continue to focus on the economy and build on the 
best job creation record of the mtyor developed 
economies. Canadians can count on our govern¬ 
ment to stay focused on the issue.” 

With Alberta’s economy anything but robust these 
days, and with Premier Redford already hinting that 
her next budget will be anything but good news, it’s 
nice to hear federal government MPs saying they 
plan to keep their eyes squarely on the national 
economy. 

While putting their main focus on the economy, 
those same government MPs also plan to push for¬ 
ward with a number of other important pieces of 
legislation, including the Safer Witnesses Act, the 
Enhancing Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
Accountability Act, the Fair Rail Freight Service Act, 
the Faster Removal of Foreign Criminals Act, the 
First Nations Financial Transparency Act, and the 
Increasing Offender Accountability for Victims Act. 

“We will continue to put forward legislation to 
keep our streets and communities safe, including 
our commitment to ensure that public safety should 
be the paramount consideration in the decision¬ 
making process,” said Harper cabinet minister 
Steven Blaney. 

While the Harper Tories are right to focus some of 
their attention on law and order issues and con¬ 
cerns, it is also important that the federal govern¬ 
ment does all that it reasonably can to keep the 
national economy from slipping back into recession. 

Hopefully the new session of Parliament will see 
MPs from all parties w orking together to make sure 
the economy is well managed and kept moving for¬ 
ward in the right direction. 

On the other hand, nothing would be worse for all 
concerned than for the new session of Parliament to 
lose its economic focus and to slip into nasty and 
bitter political spats like those that have become 
commonplace in Alberta’s legislature. 

As the recent Alberta situation has shown all too 
well, elected officials who prefer to fight amongst 
themselves, rather than do the jobs they were elect¬ 
ed to do, don’t do anyone any favours.

Canadian TV consumers are still the real losers

gles Canada’s big media companies 
face in the revenue generation battle. 
It’s not easy being big and also being 
subject to regulatory restraint. Bell’s 
effort to buy Astral Media was 
undone by the CRTC, cable TV sub¬ 
scribers are finding alternatives and 
are harder to keep, and Shaw’s recent 
deal to sell unused wireless phone 
market space to Rogers is being criti¬ 
cized by smaller phone companies 
and consumer groups. There are 
dozens of such issues like these at 
play at any one time in the 
telecom/broadcast world, with the 
CRTC as referee. 

The one constant is the belea¬ 
guered consumer who, not coinci¬ 
dentally, is the target of Sun TV’s 
woe-is-us campaign. With limited 
options, TV subscribers are herded 
about by cable and satellite compa¬ 
nies. Driven into a bewildering mix of 
grouped channel offerings and 
phone/Intemet/TV bundles, many 
will pay the all-in highest price for 
500 channels just to escape the dizzy¬ 
ing prospect of deciphering the sys¬ 
tem. 

If everyone were honest, they 
would acknowledge that most of 
those channels are pipelines for 
cheap, repetitive content. They make 
a few pennies from every subscriber, 
get to run some advertising and serve 
largely to provide the illusion of 
choice. Real choice would permit 
subscribers to simply choose from a 
list of channels and have access to as 
few as 15 or as many as they want. 

There was a ray of hope in July 
when the CRTC, in a dispute between 
Boll and TELUS, ruled in favour of 
Bell’s position that TV channels 
offered through cable and satellite 
could be un bundled, meaning they 
could be offered separately and at 
differential prices. 


The CRTC left it to the companies 
to figure out the details, offering arbi¬ 
tration services should they not be 
able to do so. Once again, the con¬ 
sumer is left out of the picture, with 
little incentive for the industry to 
change. 

If you contact your cable provider, 
as I did this week with Shaw, you can 
actually pay separately to get Sun TV, 
but you can’t pay separately for CNN, 
or BBC news. To obtain those, you 
eit her need a premium plan, or a base 
plan and an extra fee for about 10 
news channels, most of which you 
don’t want. You can pay extra for 
sports or movie packages, or just 
give up and pay $200 for cable, phone 
and Internet, which is clearly the goal 
of the system. 

So, we shouldn’t feel sorry for poor 
old Quebecor or Sun TV. However, 
program host Ezra Levant’s You Tube 
plea that Sun TV’s treatment is “not 
fair” is instructive. 

You are right Ezra, in the sense that 
it is not fair that TV consumers are 
treated so shabbily, and should 
immediately have the option of pur¬ 
chasing access to only the channels 
they want to see. 

That would, as it turns out, take 
care of Sun TV’s problem. Consumers 
could choose it, just as they could 
choose other channels. So my sug¬ 
gestion for Ezra and the gang is to 
stop whining about the rules you 
accepted, and advocate instead for 
new rules for TV consumers. My 
advice to consumers is to complain 
to your cable provider and to the 
CRTC.

You have to credit Canada’s 
youngest news channel, Sun TV, for 
getting folks to sit up and take notice. 
The cheeky, proudly right-wing, talk- 
radio styled TV station is mounting a 
campaign to get the respect it says it 
deserves from the country’s broad¬ 
cast regulator. 

At root, the issue is money. It 
seems the Quebecor-owned channel 
is on borrowed time financially, hav¬ 
ing lost some $17 million in 2012. 

Sun TV could cut its losses, it says, 
if it were moved into the most basic 
tier of TV, making it available to all 
subscribers who would then have to 
pay a couple of bucks extra a year, 
whether they watch it or not. It 
argues it is a Canadian alternative, 
that is doing 96 hours of program¬ 
ming a week, and that it should be 
more broadly available. 

Sun TV is trapped in the cable TV 
equivalent of a discounted bookshelf. 
In Western Canada, it is available in 
all-in “premium" cable and satellite 
TV channel bundles. In some cities, 
you can pick it from an a-la-carte 
menu and pay extra Meanwhile, the 
news stations Sun TV considers to be 
competitors, such as CBC and CTV, 
sit much lower on the dial and are 
available to all TV subscribers. 

The reality is Sun TV’s cable giant 
owner, Quebecor, agreed to the 
CRTC’s conditions for operating in 
the first place, when presumably it 
had the option of saying no. Further, 
Quebecor has grown to the size it is 
because the country’s broadcast sys¬ 
tem is regulated, and only a few com¬ 
panies (now all very large and 
diverse, such as Shaw, Rogers and 
Quebecor) were granted the privilege 
of offering cable TV services.

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Elks president says future is now

They text, they Twitter, 
they Faeebook - and we’ve 
recognized that." 

Larsen now lives by his 
Blackberry, he noted, and 
his organization has also 
been making the move to 
become connected 

through technology. 

“I get my email on here, 
all my business on here, 
and I’ve got my Elks infor¬ 
mation on here.” 

He chose the theme ‘The 
Future is Now,’ because 
now is the time to move 
forward as an organization 
and enter the future 
together, he said. 

The Elks are not new to 
change, however, as he 
mentioned one monumen¬ 
tal change the club made 
in recent decades - the 
inclusion of women. 

“Twenty years ago, you 
wouldn’t have found a 
woman around an Elks 
club. 

“We allowed women into 
our organization and so 
did the Lions and Rotary 


and all the other clubs," he 
explains. 

“They almost fell over 
themselves, but somebody 
had to break the ice 
because society has 
changed. That’s the way it 
is now, so we have to 
change too.” 

The Elks have experi¬ 
enced recent growth in 
membership across the 
country, he says, noting 
that some clubs have 
grown by two or three 
times in the past few years, 
often because couples who 
are looking for meaningful 
activities are joining. 

“I’ve already seen it 
becoming a younger organ¬ 
ization across Canada. I 
see more people in the 
under-40 group as mem¬ 
bers doing things,” he says. 

“The families are 
involved in doing things 
and the community is ben¬ 
efiting from it. And 
because the community is 
benefiting from it, more 
people want to join and 
have fun.” 

Another thing that is also 
changing in the Elks is that 
the iconic purple blazers 
and fezzes are no longer 
required, though they are 
still preferred by many in 
the club. 

“Now you give them a 
shirt with the crest on it 
and they’ll wear that,” he 
notes. 

“A lot of provinces’ 
(clubs) do that, so we (at 
grand lodge) legitimized 
them.” 

He mentions Sydney, N. 
S., where members receive 
maroon shirts with silver 
Elks logos embroidered on 
them every new year. 

“Well they were techni¬ 
cally breaking the rules 
because they didn’t have 
proper regalia, but now, 
(we’ve redefined it as) 
proper dress,” he says. 

“I wear the traditional 
blazer, but you get guys 
with a black jacket with a 
crest on it, with grey slacks 
- they’re properly dressed. 
The guys with the crest on 
the shirts, they’re properly 
dressed too, now.” 

He says these kinds of 
changes maintain the 
premise that members can 
be identified as Elks, but 
also allow them to dress 
the way they want, to a cer¬ 
tain degree. 

Uniforms are looked at 
as very formal in today's 
society and many people 
shy away from wearing any 
kind of uniform because of 
the connotations that come 
with them, he adds. 

Larsen doesn’t see this as 
disregard of history or tra¬ 
dition, though. 

“We have to acknowl¬ 
edge our history, but we 
can’t worship our history. 
We acknowledge the peo¬ 
ple that have done it 
because a lot of people 
have done well - they’ve 
built it to where it is 
today." 

Because of the changes 
made by the club, more 
people feel comfortable 
joining, he notes, and the 
inclusion of women also 
helped grow not just the 
Elks, but other service 
clubs as well.

As Elks Canada cele¬ 
brates the service club’s 
centennial year, Grand 
Exalted Ruler (GER/presi- 
dent) Robert Larsen has 
been travelling across the 
country to visit lodges and 
talk about the future.

“We’ve got 250 lodges and 
15,000 members between 
men and women across 
Canada,” he says. “We’re 
not doing bad. We’re not 
doing as good as we were, 
but we haven’t died. 

“We’re starting to see more 
(young people) in organiza¬ 
tions doing things and hav¬ 
ing fun." 

One reason he thinks the 
number of |>eople joining 
the Elks went down in the 
past is the image that some 
people have in their heads

about the club - that mem¬ 
bers have to wear stuffy 
uniforms, or that it’s a 
bunch of old people doing 
boring things, which he 
says is not true at all. 

“If somebody has a per¬ 
ception of your organiza¬ 
tion and it’s wrong, you 
have to correct that image. 
Whether you’re Lions, Elks, 
Masons, et cetera - if some¬ 
body’s got the wrong idea, 
it means they’re taking 
the images you’re produc¬ 
ing and misinterpreting 
them. 

“So it’s not up to them to 
fix it, it’s up to you." 

So, the Elks have been

aware that the club is about 
serving the community - 
and having fun doing it. 

“If you take a look in 
rural Alberta, rural 
Saskatchewan, rural 
Manitoba, a lot of the rural 
areas, the community hall 
is usually the Elks' commu¬ 
nity hall,” he says. 

“They built them during 
the 1930s when nobody had 
anything. Hut people got 
together, contributed their 
labour and time, and even 
now continue to contribute 
to the fabric of the commu¬ 
nity, mid that’s what we like 
to do.”

William Parker 
1926-2013 

William Bruce Parker was born on October 23, 
1926, and went to be with his Lord and Saviour on 
January 27, 2013. 

Bill grew up on the family farm east of Didsbury, 
Alberta. He attended Rosebud School and 
Didsbury High School and then went to work, first 
for Ashdown Hardware in Calgary, then with a 
seismic oil drilling crew in a number of Alberta's 
oil fields.

In the ensuing years the growing 
family moved to Didsbury, where they farmed for 
a year, back to Uranium City and Eldorado, to 
Innisfail, where Bill worked in a hardware store and 
then to Manitoba, where Bill owned and operated 
Parker Hardware for 11 years. In 1978, they moved 
back to Didsbury, where Bill had a number of jobs, 
the last being a custodian at Didsbury High School. 
In his retirement. Bill canvassed for a number of 
charities, volunteered with the Didsbury 
Horticultural Society, Lifeline, the Zion Evangelical 
Missionary Church, and the Didsbury Nursing 
Home. 

Bill and Kathy enjoyed their travels, visiting 
Eastern Canada, England, Europe and Israel, where 
they were baptized in the Jordan River. 

Bill was predeceased by his parents, Bruce and 
Rose Parker, his brother Sidney, and granddaughter 
Bethany Parker-Brown. He will be very sadly 
missed by his loving wife of 56 years, Katherina, 
children Miles (Vera), Rosemary (Maxx).
